At a conference of the newly elected 
State officials and members of the Leg- 
islature at the Planters Hotel today to 


consider the penitentiary problem, Gov- 
ernor-elect Frederick D. Gardner made 
public for the first time the deficit in 
State revenues, amounting to $2,074,804.35; 
outlined a plan for raising several mil- 
lions of dollars annually to pay off the 
deficit and meet the growing require- 
ments of the State; suggested the cre- 
ation of a board of management for all 
the State penal institutions and the pur- 
chase of a 3000-acre farm, to be worked 
by ‘first offenders, and which would 
provide food supplies for all the State 
iustitutions. 
In his address to the conference Gard- 
ner said that the question of raising 
more revenue was one of the great prob- 
‘lems that had to be met and solved. In 
addition ot the $2,074,804 in approved and 
unpaid bills, which the State is now be- 
hind, he said it was estimated tnat there 
wouldw be additional bills of $250,000 by 
Jan. 1, making a total deficit of $2,324,- 
804,35. There is $100,000 on hand in the 
general revenue fund, he said, and it 
ater estimated that $600,000 would be col- 
lected by Jan. 1.

IFO ZEPPELIN RAIDERS 


BROUGHT DOWN INTO SEA 
OFF COAST OF ENGLAND 


— 


Successfully Attacked by British Airplanes and 


Crews of Both Perish— Part of Squadron 
Which Visited Northern Counties. 


LONDON, Nov. 28— Flying at a 
great height a German airplane this 
morning passed over London and 
dropped six bombs on the capital, ac- 
cording to an official statement is- 
sued this afternoons. Four persons 
were injured and only slight material 
damage, it is added, was caused, 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—Two Zeppelins 
which raided the northeast coast and 
the north midland counties last night 


were brought down and destroyed by 
British airmen, and it is understood 
the crews of both airships perished. 
This makes a total of seven German 
airships destroyed in England in the 
present year, while six have been 
brought down in. other fields of oper- 
ations. 


Number of Raiders Uncertain. 

Official reports do not say how 
many airships crosed the coast, but 
apparently they were bombarded so 
severely by anti-aircraft guns, as well 
as being atacked by airplanes, that 
they were unable to do much damage. 
Lights were turned out in all the 
towns in. the districts affected as 
soon as reports of the approach of 
airships were announced and the 
commanders of the Zeppelins appar- 
ently had difficulty in finding them. 

Reports received this afternoon 
since the official statement concern- 
ing the raid was issued, say 100 
bombs were dropped and that one 
woman was killed and 16 persons 
were injured. P 

One Zeppelin discharged her cargo of 
explosives in Yorkshire and Durham. 
She was attacked by a single airplane 
end fell in flames off the Durham coast. 

Another got as far as the north mid- 
land counties and likewise dropped 
bombs. She was attacked by airplanes 
and guns and apparently damaged, but 
cifected — after reaching the Nor- 


folk coast and started for home at high 
speed and ‘at a high altitude. Naval 
airplanes were awaiting her and with 
the aid of an armed trawler brought 
her down before she had gone many 
miles. 

Great crowds, attracted to the sea 
coast by firing, watched the Zeppelins 
as they descended in flames. 

Official Report on Raid. 

The official account of the raid was 

issued this morning: 
A number of hostile airships ap- 
proached the northeast coast of En- 
gland between 10 and 11 o’clock last 
right. Bombs were dropped at various 
places in Yorkshire and Durham. The 
damage is believed to be slight. 

“One airship, attacked by airplanes of 
the Royal Flying Corps, was, brought 
dcwn in flames into the sea off the coast 
of Durham. 

“Another airship crossed into the 
North Midland counties and dropped 
bombs at various places. On her re- 
turn journey she was repeatedly at- 
tacked by airplanes of the Royal Flying 
Corps and guns. She appears to have 
been damaged, for the last part of the 
journey was made at very slow speed. 
She was unable to reach the coast be- 
fore day was breaking. 

Near the Norfolk coast she apparent- 
lv succeeded in effecting repairs and 
was proceeding east at high speed and 
at an altitude of over 8000 feet, when 
she was attacked nine miles out at sea 
by four machines of the Royal Naval 
Air Service and an armed trawler and 
was brought down in flames at 6:45 a. m. 

„Full reports of the casualties and 
damage have not yet been received, 
but they are believed to be slight.” 


The destruction of two Zeppelins last 
night makes a total of five of the giant 
dirigibles which have been destroyed 
in the three latest attacks by German 
airmen on British towns.

before night, giving the jury more than 
2% hours to consider it before the 
Thanksgiving holiday. If a verdict is 
not reached within that time, the jurors 
will be unable to spend Thanksgiving at 
home. 

The time allotted to each side for ar- 
gument was four hours, but the time 
was exceeded by 45 minutes by the at- 
torney for the defense, whose speech 
began yesterday afternoon and contin- 
ued through this morning. Near the 
Close of his address he waved a red 
bandanna handkerchief at the jury, and. 
said this was the method one would use 
to infuriate a bull. 

Criticises State’s Method. 

The same method, he said, had been 
used by the State when it showed to the 
jury the blood-stained clothing, not f 
McKenna, but of Patrolman Dillon, 
whose death was not directly an issue in 
this trial.

» EPRESENTATIONS have been 
made to the undersigned that 
much injustice and many 

fravas were committed at the Fed- 
eral and State election held in St. 
Louis on Nov. 7, 1916; that among 
other things done at that time, on 
an extensive scale, were illegal and 
false challenging of many citizens of 
this city who were entitled to vote un- 
der the law, and that, also, in that 
connection, a very general intimida- 
tion of citizens desiring to vote took 
place. An investigation of the evi- 
dence submitted in respect to these 
things has been carefully made by 
Charles W. Bates, Esq., who is 
known in this community as a lawyer 
of learning and a man of force and 
of the highest character and integ- 
rity. After this investigation, Mr. 
Bates has reported to us that, in his 
opinion, these offenses against the 
fundamental rights of the citizen ap- 
pear to have been extensive in num- 
ber and malicious in character, and 
that, if established, not only do civil 
actions lie, but that both the State 
and the Federal statutes have been 
violated. 


Pian of the Committee. 

We believe that those who may be 
guilty of these serious, offenses 
against the rights of citizenship, 
which offenses strike at the very 
foundation of a free government, 
should be brought to justice, both in 
the criminal courts, should the facts 
warrant such proceedings, and in the 
civil courts, wherever civil actions 
may lie. Most of those against whom 
the outrages have been perpetrated 
have neither the influence nor the 
financial means, of themselves, and 
unaided, to assert and maintain their 
rights. If the citizens of St. Louis 
desire their city to have a fair name 
in this country, and not be branded as 
a place where election frauds, injus- 
tices and outrages against citizenship 
of the character above referred to are 
permitted to go unpunished, now is 
their opportunity to act. There is no

doubt that in past years there have 
been extensive election frauds com- 
mitted in this city, which, for a time, 
had been quelled.

We want our city alert, alive and 
clean, a place where citizenship is en- 
joyed and respected. Will you, as a 
good citizens, co-operate toward 
bringing about this much desired re- 
sult?

Need of Work for Convicts. 

The Governor-elect invited a full and 
free discussion of penitentiary problems, 
and said that something must be done 
quickly to provide work for the convicts, 
only 300 of whom are employed in State 
work, and 400 in doing the work of the 
penitentiary. 

To leave 2300 prisoners idle in the peni- 
tentiary for any length of time, he said, 
meant that a large number of them 
would become insane. 

Warden Tynan of the Colorado State 
Penitentiary told of the abolition of 
contract prison labor in his State and of 
putting the convicts to work building 
the State highways, working and living 
in open-air camps, without armed 
guards. 

He said the system had not only 

proven beneficial in a great degree to 
the convicts, 8 per cent of whom, 
maintains, reform when they leave the 
penitentiary, but had also proven a 
great saving for the State and the coun- 
ties in the expenses of road making. 
At the conclusion of his review of the 
system employed in his State he was 
asked many questions by Gardner and 
others concerning the finances gf the 
prison and the camps, the methods of 
punishment for violation of prison rules 
and of other things in connection with 
his prison. He told in detail of the 
system of financing the prison. 


Views on Physical Punishment. 


In reply to a question as to whether 
he believed physical punishment is ever 
necessary, he replied that he wished he 
could say it was not, but that would not 
be the truth. In 999 cases out of each 
1000 it is not,“ he said. But then comes 
the exception. The best answer to that 
question is that such punishment when 
provided for acts like the recall; when 
you have it you don’t have to use it.” 
He said there were fewer than 15 
women prisoners in Colorado and this 
was not much of a problem there. 
Prisoners get nothing for their labor, 
except time off their terms for labor 
well done. 

Letters written to Gardner last March 
by Governors, Wardens and Boards of 
Prison Management from many states, 
showing how the convicts were handled 
by these states, were read by Secretary 
Jones. These letters show that the con- 
tract labor system has been abolished 
in many states, and that prisoners are 
worked on roads, or in state factories 
making articles required by the states, 
or on farms.

Says He Saw Mrs. McDaniel 
Alive After Time State Con- 
tends She Was Dead. 
ACROSS STREET 
Women Testify as to Time 


Screams Were Heard in Mc- 
Daniel Neighborhood. 


LIVES 


ST. JOSEPH, M,, Nov. 2%.—Earl E. 
Gard, the defense's star witness in the 
trial of Oscar D. McDaniel, Prosecuting 
Attorney of Buchanan County, for the 
murder of Mrs. McDaniel on the night 
of July 14, took the stand today. 

The State claims that Mrs. McDaniel 
was beaten to death in the bedroom of 
her home by her husband at 10:30 o'clock, 
The defense contends that McDaniel was 
with his wife and that she was un- 
harmed as late as 11:15, when he was 
called from home. Gard, who is head of 
a business college, lives directly across 
the street from the McDaniel home. 

Defense's Star Witness on Stand. 

Gard testified that, with his wife, 
mother and sister-in-law, he came 
home from town on 4 street car, 
about 11 o’clock the night of the 
tragedy. He said he entered the 
-house, then went out on the front 
porch to talk with his mother. 

“Could you see the southeast up- 
stairs window of the McDaniel home 
from your window?” GC. F. Strop. 
chief attorney for the defense, asked. 
“Yes,. sir.“ 

“Does the foliage in any way in- 
terfere with the view of the McDaniel 
‘house from your porch?’ “Not when 
you're sitting down.” 

He said he saw Oscar McDaniel 
come home in his car at 11 o'clock, 
and that he remained on his porch 
until about 11:30. 

Did you see McDaniel go 
Again?“ “11:25 or thereabouts.” 

He testified that after McDaniel 
had left he saw Mrs. McDaniel in 
her room, pass in front of her win- 
dow, in her night dress. 

“I positively knew it was she,“ 
he declared. The witness was then 
turned over to the State. 

On cross-examination by Attorney- 
General Barker, Gard admitted that he 
had oncé been defendant in a suit in the 
case of a girl, about 15 years old, a stu- 
dent in his college, and that an action 
against him had been started in the 
Prosecuting Attorney's office. 

Barker then said that McDaniel was 
Assistant Prosecutor when the suit was 
brought. The State contends McDaniel 
was influential in throwing the case 
against Gard out of court. 

Gard was then asked, as to his tes- 
timony about his return home the night 
of the tragedy. “You were with a crowd 
of politicians and went over the town, 
buying drinks and frequenting saloons?’ 
“I was out on some courtesy calls ir 
a political way,” Gard replied. 

The wtiness said he had visited sev- 
eral saloons and told of drinking, but 
didn't think he had had a drink in all 
of them. He was not certain“ about 
drinking in one place. 

Coroner's Inquest Record. 

“Oh,” said his questioner, vou had 
gotten so much in the saloons you had 
just come from that you couldn't tell— 
is that it?”

Holman said he decided to tell the 
story at last night's meeting at the Mer- 
cantile Club when L. D. Kingsland, who 
referred to himself as “the father of the 
Free Bridge“ said he never had under- 
stood why Chouteau avenue was chosen 
as the bridge location, 

Site Selected by Committee. N 

Chouteau avenue was selected as the 
free bridge site by a joint committee eof 
the Council and House of Delegates 
after a careful investigation in which. 
it had the aid of expert engineers spe- 
cially employed by the city. 

Councilman Julius Lesser, now dead. 
was chairman of the joint committee. 
The other members were Councilmen 
Rolfes and Moellmann and Delegates 
Connell, Simmons and Heffernan. Their 
report was approved by the Coun-:il 
and House, both of which unanimous'y 
named Chouteau avenue as the bridge 
site in March, 1907. ; 

The ordinance was vetoed by Mayor 
Wells, but in November, 1907, it was 
again passed, over the Mayor’s veto, 
and became a law. 

Holman, repeating the story he told 
last night, said that about the time the 
House of Delegates was to vote on the 
free bridge site in November, 1907, a 
meeting Chouteau avenue property 
owners, interested for business reasons 
in having the bridge located in their

$4000 Proposition Rejected. 

On the day of the meeting, he said, 
Harry Hill went to him and told him 
that for $4000 the House of Delegates 
would pass the Chouteau avenue bridge 
site bill. Holman, according’ to his ac- 
count, took this proposition to the meet- 
ing of property owners, who decided not 
to accept it. 

Hill, he said, was waiting in a saloon 
across the street. After the meeting 
Holman went to the saloon and told 
him the property owners had voted to 
have nothing to do with his proposition. 

A few days later, Holman gaid, he got 
in touch with Hill and asked him to call 
on him. When Hill arrived, he said, he 
told Hill he would give him $1000 if he 
would work to have the bridge located 
at Chouteau avenue.

Arrangement Might Permit Con- 
scription Into Central Powers’ 
Army, London Paper Says. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 

LONDON, Nov. 28—According to the 
Times, important changes in the internal 
policy of Austria-Hungary are to be put 
in effect with the coronation of the new 
Emperor as King of Hungary. Their 
immediate object is to create a Southern 
Slav counterpart of the “constitutional 
monarchy” of Poland recently pro- 
claimed at Warsaw, by which Serbs can 
be censcripted into the forces of the cen- 
tral Powers. 

At the same time the changes are in- 
tended to give special satisfaction to the 
Magyars, by increasing the Hungarian 
influence over the Southern Slav popu- 
lations within and without the dual 
monarchy. 

The Magyars, the Times continues, 
have long demanded the transfer of the 
Seacoast ppovince of Dalmatia to Hun- 
gary. almatia is possessed and ad- 
ministered oy Austria, although it be- 
longs juristically, historically and eth- 
nologically to the triune kingdom of 
Croatia-Slavonia-Dalmatia, the other 
two portions of which are subject to the 
Hungarian crown. 

Similarly the Magyars have always 
claimed Bosnia and Herzegovina, which 
they identify with the ancient kingdom 
of Rama, whose banner figures at the 
Hungarian coronation. 

“It appears now,“ says the Times, to 
be the plan to create out of the terri- 
tories of Croatia, Slavinla, Dalmatia, 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, parts of Servia and 
possibly Montenegro a new Southern 
Slav State, ostensibly under joint Aus- 
tro-Hungarian, but really under Magyar 
control. : 

“Northeastern Servia, on the other 
hand, is to remain under Austrian and 
Austro-German control, so as to secure 
for Germany a corridor from Belgrade 
to Nish, and thus a gateway to the Near 
East.“ 


The five provinces of Croatia, Dal- 
matia, Slavonia, Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina, together with Servia and Monte- 
negro, are inhabited by people of the 
same race—the Serbs. In language and 
racial characteristics they are identical, 
or nearly so. The diviison among them 
has always been religious. The Croats, 
Dalmatians and Slavonians are predom- 
inantly Roman Catholic; the Serbs and 
Montenegrins are orthodox Catholic, and 
the Bosnians and Herzegovinians large- 
ly Mohammedan. 

All these 
once belonged to the ancient Servian 
empire of Dushan and this racial stock 
is still called Jugo-Clavic, from the 
name of the then reigning dynasty, the 
Jugovitches. There has been much dis- 
cussion in Engiand and France of the 
reunion of all the Jugo-Slavs in one 
kingdom, to be called Jugoslavia. 

The entente plan, however, has been 
the creation of an absolutely inde- 
pendent Southern Slav kingdom, under 
the scepter, probably, of King Peter of 
Servia, or his son, whereas the plan 
credited in the above dispatch to Aus- 
tria-Hungary would put the entire ter- 
ritory under that of Charles I., This 
same plan has been credited to the 


Archduke Franz Ferdinand, who was as- 
sassinated at Sarajevo, and whose death 
precipitated the European war. 


PARIS CHAMBER WILL MEET 
IN SECRET SESSION TODAY

PARIS, Nov. B. -The Chamber of 
Deputies meets today in secret session 
for the second time since the beginning 
of the war. The first session was held 
from June 16 to June 22 of this year 
and ended in a vote of confidence in 
the Government. The Senate held a 
similar session a few days later. 

The session which begins today is cer- 
tain to be a long one, as 41 interpella- 
tions are to be put to Ministers and al- 
most every question vital to the con- 
duct of the war is to be raised.

Mayor of Troy to Ask President 
and Governors to Join in 
Campaign. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28—The attack on 
high food prices, begun here by the 
Housewives League and certain city of-| 
j ficilals, spread today throughout New | 
York State. The promoters declared 
that the movement promised to become 
nation-wide. The local campaign now 
centers upon eggs and, beginning today, 
a two weeks’ boycott is recommended. 

Cornelius F. Burns, Mayor of Troy 
and president of the Mayors’ Associa- 
tion of the State, announced that he 
would send letters to the Mayors of 
every city in New York State, to Presi- 
dent Wilson and to the Governors of all 
states, requesting the issuance of proc- 
lamations urging people to abstain from 
using eggs other than for the aged, sick, 
infirm and children for a period of two 
weeks. 

The Housewives League of St. Paul, 
Minn., and the Woman’s City Club of 
Chicago yesterday adopted resolutions 
declaring for a boycott on eggs. 

The Motion Picture Exhibitors Asso- 
ciation has volunteered the use of every 
moving picture theater in the city to 
carry out the campaign. 

Official State action, under direction 
of Gov. Whitman, was forecast in the 
announcement that the Governor was 
in conference with George W. Perkins 
regarding remedies which the State 
could undertake. Perkins is chairman 
of the Mayor’s Committee on Food Sup- 
plies. The Governor plans to enlarge 
the Commission of Foods and Markets 
through a legislative program now 
under preparation. 

While efforts have been made to ex- 
tend the boycott to turkeys and other 
foodstuffs now commanding fancy 
prices and subject to speculation, it is 
believed that such action, if taken, will 
await the result of the campaign against 
the high cost of eggs.

This subject’ op Nota on Tg ‘oy J. 
Spaight in his War Rigtus on Land,” 
where he says; 

“The Government ot an occupying 
army is essentially provisional. So long 
as the war contintes, occupation cannot 
be regarded as conquest. It may happen 
that 4 belligerent has occupied a terri- 
tory which he intends to keep, by right 
of conquest, after the war has closed, 
and that the course of the hostilities 
shows that he will, with all human 
certainty, be in a position to wring the 
cession from his adversary. It was so 
in the case of Alsace-Lorraine in 1870-1 
and of the South African republic in 
1899-1902; and in the case of the Russian 
occupation of Bulgaria in 1877-8, the 
invader acted upon the assumption that 
the country would never be restored to 
Turkey, under the old conditions. 

In such cases the occupant still es- 
tablishes an administration which will 
exercise various rights of sovereignty in 
the name of the conqueror. * * * But 
his position is based, in this case also, 
solely on the fact of possession; it is 
bounded, as M. Geffcken says, ‘within 
the limits of the power which he has 0 
exclude all action by others as regards 
the object of his. possession. However 
intense may be the desire to retain oc- 
cupied territory, with whatever certain- 
ty the occupant may count on forcing 
his vanquished enemy to agree to the 
cession by a treaty of peace, he has, up 
to the conclusion of peace or the annihi- 
lation of his adversary, no rights other 
than those which follow from his pos- 
session. 

„ Spaight then cites that while in 1870 
Germany meant to keep Alsace and Lor- 
raine, she made no pretension to abso- 
lute sovereignty over them until France 
had ceded them by the treaty of peace. 

What is said with reference to the as- 
sertjon of the right of sovereignty over 
occupied territory is equally applicable 
to the acts of Austria and Germany in 
treating the Russian Polish provinces 
as irrevocably lost to Russia and at- 
tempting to set up an independent state 
within them. 

The distinguished Swiss jurist, Emer 
de Vattel, wrote as early as 1758: 

“Real property—lands,

A grand jury investigation will be 
started tomorrow at Clayton into the 
affairs of the Mississippi Valley Mo- 
tion Picture Corporation, which hasa 
studio at Suburban Garden, as a re- 
sult of the shooting there yesterday 
of George W. Helmrich, 39 years old, 


of 3619 Shenandoah avenue, president 
and general manager of the com- 
pany. 

The witness will be Joseph T. 
O’Brien, 65 years olf, of 2618 Hodia- 
mont avenue, who got a $15-a-week 
Job as superintendent of the grounds 
and studio after he invested in oom- 
Pany’s stock. O’Brien, now a prisoner 
at Clayton unable to give bond, told 
Prosecuting Attorney Ralph today 
that he shot Helmrich in a quarrel 
Over the company's failure to pay 
him $72 back wages. 

Upon Helmrich’s application today a 
warrant charging assault with intent to 
kill was issued against O’Brien. 

O’Brien declares that he invested 
$2700 in the company, using up all 
his savings and $500 which he bor- 
rowed from his wife. He insists that 
a 20 per cent return from his invest- 
ment was promised to him and says 
that he not only has never received a 
dividend, but also that he found it 
impossible to collect his salary. 

Complained of Management. 

O’Brien last Saturday, it was learned, 
visited the Prosecuting Attorney and 
complained of the company’s manage- 
ment, it being asserted that although 
the company has been in the process of 
organization for several months, it never 
has made a photoplay and does not own 
a movie“ camera. For weeks, howev- 
er, a number of girls have been taking 
dancing lessons at = wl ae Garden and 
otherwise studying in the hope that in 
this manner they might qualify as mo 
tion picture actresses. Some of these 
girls were in Helmrich’s office when he 
was shot by O’Brien. 

O’Brien was summoned befote the 
Prosecuting Attorney today. I be- 
lieve you have been imposed upon,“ the 
Prosecutor said to O’Brien; and, al- 
though you are in custody, charged with 
a crime, I shall see that you are per-

THE MAXIM TYPE OF INVENTORS. 

Europe has always been quick to seize on Amer- 
ican inventions that facilitated the operations of 
war or that could be adapted to war purposes. In 
Hiram Stevens Maxim’s case they seized on not 
only the inventions but the inventor. This down- 
East Yankee became an apostate from the country 
that first gave him his opportunity and located 
in England, where, like Mr. Astor, he became a 
British subject and accepted a minor honorary 
title from its Government. - 

While Mr. Maxim in his earlier years devoted 
some attention to devices designed for uses in 
peace, he would have been little known but for 
his ingenious contrivances for’the killing of men. 
By the time he had reached the early sixties he 
had seen his deadly machine gun adopted by 19 
of the world’s armies and by 21 of the world’s 
navies. 

Manifestly his career was greatly aided by the 
eagerness of military authorities under the spur 
of the race in armaments to grasp at anything of- 
fering even a slight improvement over the mil- 
itary tools of the past. Is individual progress 
along this route to celebrity and great wealth to 
be easier in the future or more difficult? Is the 
type of inventors represented by Edison to have 
resented by Maxim, Nordenfeldt, Nobel and 
many others? 

A world league of peace would at least greatly 
restrict the competitive demand for devilish de- 
vices of slaughter. With the thought of the world 
turned into other channels and the energy and 
inventive genius heretofore wasted on the perfec- 
tion of munitions dedicated to better ends, what 
mechanisms and devices might we not hope for 
promoting the comforts and conveniences of life 
and real advance in civilized conditions?

„DRY“ SENTIMENT IN CONGRESS. 


From the Washington Times. 
The 24 “dry” states will have 154 Representa- 


tives in the next House. That its 76 short of a 
sufficient number to pass a resolution submitting 
national prohibition to the states. 

But this does not demonstrate that the resolu- 
tion cannot pass. The dry states have not pro- 
vided by any means all the votes for such submis- 
sion. 

When the Hobson amendment was voted on in 
the House, Dec. 22, 1914, there were 197 yeas and 
190 nays. Of the votes cast on that date, the large 
majority are still in the House; and it ts deélared 
that 49 of them are from states that rank as 
“wet.” A two-thirds vote is necessary to pass such 
a resolution. s 

Adding the 154 votes from dry states to these 
49 claimed from wet territories, gives a total of 
203 votes claimed to be reasonably certain for the 
national prohibition amendment. The dry leader- 
ship is more confident than ever before that its 
measure will easily be passed. It requires, with 
all members voting, 281 to pass thie legisiation. 

The Senate will have, hereafter, just half its 
membership from dry territory; 24 of fhe 48 states 
being now committed to prohibition. It looks 
therefore as If there were a chance, this time, that 
both House and Senate would be controlled by the

From the somewhat dis- 
jointed and cloudy documentary evidence 
in the museums of Italy, France and 
England it is conjectured that the in- 
venter was the monk Gerbert, better 
xnown in history as Pope Sylvester Ii.

research ig that watches did not come 
into uge untii the close of the tenth or 
the beginning of the eleventh century. 
voon after Gerbert's accession to the pa- 
pal throne. 

The earliest watches were littic differ- 
ent from the small table clocks of to- 
day. The case was in the whape of a 
cylindrical tox, generally of metal 
chased and gilded, and usually with a 
hinged lid on one side to inclose the 
diel, The lid was engraved and as a 
rule, pierced with an aperture over each 
hour through which the position of the 
hand might be seen. Most watches were 
Provided with a bell on which the hours 
were sounded in regular progression. 

There would seem to have been little 
er no change in the character of the 
wateh until the fourteenth century, 
when a gradual reduction in the size, 
brought about by the crafismen of Nu- 
remburg, culminated in the oval-shaped 
hand-timepiece aptly described as the 
Nuremburg egg.

THE ORIGIN OF 
PLAYING CARDS 


ANY nations claim the question- 

able honor of the invention of 

“the Devil's picture books,“ as 

the Puritans of New England delight to 
call them, the generally accepted view, 
however, being that they originated in 
China, or in Asia. In favor of China it 
ig asserted that picture cards were in- 
vented A. D. 1120 for the amusement of 
the courtiers of the Emperor Juen-Ho. . 

Exhibits of ancient circular playing 
cards now in the British Museum and 
ir the museums of Cairo, Alexandria and 
Calcutta would indicate that they ex- 
isted in India some hundred years prior 
te the Christian era, and in other quar- 
ters their origination has been variously 
assigned to the Persians, the Egyptians 
and the Arabs. 

The time and manner of the introduc- 
tion of cards into Europe is equally in- 
definite. Many historians, taking the 
twenty-elghth Canon of the Council of 
Worcester as their authority, assert that 
card games were played in England dur- 
ing the thirteenth century, but in direct 
contradiction of this theory is the fact 
that Boccaccio, Chaucer and other writ- 
ers of that time make no references, in- 
ferential or direct, to this form of gam- 
bling. 

From the references contained in the 
book of accounts kept by Charles Pou- 
part, treasurer of the household of 
Charles VI of France, in which refer- 
el ce is made to the purchase of a pack 
of painted cards for the amusement of 
the Imbecile King, and again in the Me- 
moirs of Joanna of Brabant, it may be 
assumed that though playing cards were 
known to a few of the European courts, 
they did not come into popular favor 
until the middle of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, when we find the clergy of En- 
giand and France simultaneously utter- 
ing brimstone laden fulminations against 
them. The first mention of the intro- 
duction of cards into America is found 
in, the letters of Herrera, a companion 
of Cortez, who tells of the feverish in- 
terest taken by the Astecs in the card 
games of the Spanish soldiers. 

The manufacture of playing cards, 
beginning in France as early as 1892, 
and in Italy in 14%, had extended to En- 
gland before 1460, an act of Parliament 
of 1463, during the reign of Edward IV 
forbidding their importation berause 
of the obstruction to the home trade, 
And it is noticeable that queens—which 
have so often enabled a broken player 
on his last legs to complete a full house 
and gather in a fat jack pot,” had no 
place in the original packs, a fact which 
would tend to establish their Arabiaa 
origin. - 

The marks of the suits on the earliest 
known cards are hearts, bells, leaves 
and acorns, the ace being of a slightly 
lafer date. Next in antiquity are 
words, batons and cups used by the 
Italians. 

The earliest packs bearing the distinc- 
tive marks with which we are familiar 
Gate from the reign of Charles VII of 
France, hearts, clubs, diamonds ard 
spades in the distinctive colors of red 
and black being then used for the first 
time. Court cards of the earliest packs 
were the king, chevalier and knave.

“Of course not. said the undaunted 
Admiral, but this was a volcanic island 
with boiling springs!”’ 
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
